And What Have You

Tuesday, Nov. 3, is general elec­ 
tion day and Texas voters will be 
called upon to not only elect men to 
serve them from the high office of 
U. S. Senator down to their precinct 
Justice of the Peace, but will also 
decide the fate of seven amendments 
to our patchedup state constitution. 
While it is common for many of 
the amendments to confuse a large 
number of voters each election, this 
year should set some kind of record. 
Usually the intent of the amendments 
is pretty well spelled out in the brief 
description given on the ballot but 
this year the descriptions leave a 
lot to be desired. In fact they could 
almost be termed misleading. 
At first glance, Amendment No. 3 
appears to give some tax relief to 
farmers and ranchers by assessing 
their land on a farming bas is rather 
than a real estate development ba­ 
sis. But what the amendment does 
not _say is that there is already in 
effect a constitutional amendment 
which provides tax relief for agri­ 
cultural land owned by bona fide 
farmers and ranchers. 
The d i f f e r en c e b e t w e e n the 
amendment already passed and the 
new one is apparent when the two 
are studied. The one to be voted on 
now leaves out the existing words 
"natural pe r s on, " an omission 
which wou l d extend s p e c i a l tax 
treatment to corporation farmers. 
It also leaves out the existing ref­ 
erence to the primary occupation of 
the landowner thus opening the door 
to special treatment for "tax farm­ 
ers. " 
So it is possible that Amendment 
No. 3 would not help the bona fide 
farmer and rancher 
so much but 
would open the door to special tax 
treatment for farm land owned by 
the very c o r p o r a t e interests and 
land speculators whose land pur­ 
chases drove up prices and caused 
the bona fide farmer to seek tax 
relief in the first place. 
A n o t h e r one that is somewhat 
misleading is Amendment No. 2, 
the liquor by the drink amendment. 
It is veiled in words asking the voter 
to choose for or against "repeal of 
the prohibition against open saloons 
found in Sec. 20, Article 16, of the 
Constitution of the State of Texas. " 
At first glance it would appear 
that a vote for this would open sa­ 
loons all across the state but instead 
it would only empower the Legisla­ 
ture to enact a law regulating the 
sale of mixed alcoholic beverages 
on a local option election basis. 
Maybe all of the voters know what 
the amendment means but it would 
seem that it would have been better 
if it had been worded a little more 
clearly. 
Wo nd er how many voters will 
know what Amendment No. I means 
when it asks the voter to vote for or 
against "The constitutional amend­ 
ment relating to the removal, re­ 
tirement or censure of Justices, 
Judges and Justices of the Peace 
under prescribed circumstances. " 
How many will know that this 
amendment a c t u a l l y expands the 
authority of the State Judicial Quali­ 
f i c a t i o n s Commission in several 
ways relating to disability 
pay­ 
ments, removal from office and 
censure. 
We can only suggest that voters 
read up on these amendments before 
they go to the polls and not wait un­ 
til they get there to figure out how 
to vote.

T WE NT Y YEARS AGO 
(October 20, 1950) 


Recurrence of a siege of house 
pilferings is anticipated by Hamlin 
residents with the report that the 
home of Art Newcomb was entered 
Tuesday night by a night-time prow­ 
ler. 
Newcomb heard the prowler in his 
bedroom and lay quietly until he was 
thoroughly awake before turning on 
the light. 
The light was of a flourescent type 
and flickered before becoming bril­ 
liant enough to see clearly and the 
thief never arose from a crouching 
position at the foot of Newcomb’s 
bed. He fled in the same crouch be­ 


fore he could be grabbed ny the as­ 
tonished householder. 
It is understood that Newcomb got 
a profile view of the man as he fled 
which would permit him to identify 
the intruder. 
Citizens are apprehensive that 
this visit may be the forerunner of 
another series of thefts sim ilar to 
those of a month past. 
The Sylvester Co-op Gin was al- 
mosttotally destroyed by fire Tues­ 
day afternoon. Fire broke out at a- 
bout four o’clock near a cotton press 
in the gin. 
The gin was valued at between 
$50,000 and $60,000 and was only 
partially covered by insurance. On­ 
ly a portion of a seed house was 
saved in the conflagration. 
Firemen were summoned from 
Hamlin, Rotan and Snyder and the 
Hamlin equipment remained at the 
blaze until seven o’clock. 
The yard of the gin was full of 
cotton-filled trucks when the fire 
was discovered, but they were re ­ 
moved from the prem ises before 
flames reached them. 


TEN YEARS AGO 
(October 20, 1960) 
The worst hail storm this area 
has ever seen hit here Saturday e- 
vening about 5:30 p.m . covering an 
area about six or seven miles wide 
and 15 miles long. 
Crop damage estimates run as 
high as a million dollars and insured 
damage to homes and businesses in 
Hamlin is estimated to run from 
$250,000 to $300,000. 
Saturday’s storm followed on the 
heels of a hail storm Thursday in the 
Neinda community south of Hamlin 
that destroyed 500 to 600 bales of 
cotton. 
Cotton damage is estimated to run 
from twenty-five to IOO per cent to 
10,000 to 15,000 acres of cotton in 
Neinda, Hamlin, Tuxedo and F air­ 
view. The Fairview area was hit the 
hardest. 
Some damage to grade in all cot­ 
ton not harvested was reported. 
Rain over tile past few days have 
stopped work on the city's paving 
program that was alreacfy running 
behind schedule. Work is expected 
to resume as soon as possible. 
The contractor has done only pre­ 
liminary work on the streets and 
most of this will probably have to 
be done over since the rains. Work on 
curbs and gutters is expected to 
start when the weather clears. 
The First Methodist Church here 
has adopted plans for a $200,000 
building program which will include 
the building of a new sanctuary, new 
educational building and moving and 
remodeling the present parsonage. 
Financing for the program will be 
spread over the next four years, 
according to Rev. Edmund W. Robb, 
pastor.

ways follow a formula. 
Now if 
a neighbor's kid

On the other hand, if the 
parents are going to be pun­ 
ished for their children’s mis­ 
deeds, what’s to keep some­

To hold down on the prison 
population, it would be better 
to

way. 
On still another hand, it 
does look like some parents

acted it ought to be turned 
over to a Congressional com­ 
mittee for further study.

He knew 
every intricate part of that 
critter as well as the best 
mechanic knows his auto. Few 
people ever want to have any­

to this old cowboy it was a 
challenge and an ever present 
urge to match the minds of 
man against beast.
